Washington, July 26 —James Keeley,
general manager and editor of the Chi.
cago Trioune, told the members of the
sepate committee Investigating the
election of S8enator Lorimer of Mlinois
téat the Trnibune had been “defrauded”
ont of $760 by George O. Glavis, a
brother of Louls R. Glavis, formerly
fleld agent of the general land office
at Beattle, Wash,, and one of the prin-
cipal witnesees io the Ballinger-Pin-
chot row.

Alr, Keeley, who was cross-¢xam-
Ined by Judge E. G. Hanecy, counsel
for Senator Lorimer, sald that Glavis
came to him and told him he thought
he could purchase the books of a firm
«.! lobbyists which, Glavis sald, would
show that Senator Lorimer while a
member of the house of rejresgenta-
tives recelved 26 per cent of a 32,000
fee for his gervice® before the postof-
fiee department In obtaining the
rrivilege of the second clags postal
rates for the Fire Proof Magazine, n
Chicago publication. Glavis algo told
Mr. Keeley, the latter said, that for
mer Representative James A, Tawney
of Minnesota, tlso was mixed up In
the transaction.

Mr. Keeley said he advanced Glavls
$100 to pay the expenseg cl locating
the docpments. Later, Mr. Keeley tes
tified, ®lavis informed him he had pur-
cheeed them for the Tribune and the
sum of §650 was then pald to Mr.
Glavls, But wlen Mr. Keeley de
manded the papers he could not get
them and then swore out a4 warrant for
Glavis' arrest for embezzlement. Glav-

is wes arrested in  Chicago and
brought to Washington for trial.
“What did you want with these
books and papers?” asked Judge
Hanecy.

“l Intended to investigate thelr ac-
curacy,” replied Mr, Keeley. “If they
showed evidence of crime I intended
to lay Lhem before the district attor
ney, and If they showed that Senator
Lorimer had been involved.as Glavis
¢harged, 1 intended to lay them before
thie committee, whigh Is investigating
Mr, Lorimer's election. Later, at the
proper time, ! intended to print the
story.”

“Do you know the name of the firm
of lobbyists whose books were to be
purchased Ly Glavis.” ioguired Judge
Hanecy,

“Glavis sald it was the firm of Street
& Smith In the receipt whiich he signed
when we gave him the money,” an-
swered Mr. Keeley. “That s ap-
parently a fictitious name. 1 think we
were gold-bricked, but something has
happened since I came to Washington
which has made me change my mind
sbotit It. Glavis was too smart ITT
me."

Mr. Keeley's story of how the Trib-
une had been “stung” was amusing to
the members of the committee. Judge
Hanecy and Senator Lorimer who were
listening to the testimony algo laughed
at several features of the story. Mr,
Keeley at times joined in the laughter.

Mr. Keeley did not explain the oc-
currence which, he sald, recently hap-
pered In Washington which made him
think he had not been gold-bricked.

At the afternoon gesslon Judge Han
ecy spent several hcurs in vigorously
crospexamining Mr, Keelem Consld-
erable time ‘was devoted to the activi.
ties of reporters of the Tribun® whom
Mr. Keeley gent out to investigate the
confession of Charles A. White, a Dem-
ocratic member of the assembly,
printed In the Tribune of April 30,
1910, in which White admitted having
received money to vote for Lorimer.

“You sent reporters and detectives
ont to corroborate the White confes-
's#fon, did you not?"” asked E. . Han-
ecy.

“No," replled Mr. Keeley, “we withed
to investigate it, to verify its accuracy
or to prove Its falsity.”
